effective means as can be found. 
‘‘Private interest,” he said, “must 
for the present 
give way to public 
necessity. ’ 
The 
president 
asked 
necessary means for protecting the 
interest of railroad, stock; measures 
to protect and to safeguard shippers 
and travelers; compensation 
based 
on the average net railroad 
income 
of three years ending June JO, 1917. 
Ile added that ‘‘it is probably too 
much to expect that even under the 
unified railroad administration, suf­ 
ficient economy van be effected 
lo 
make it possible

Ba u mb ach is alleged to have 
“profiteered” in violation of the Le­ 


vel- food control law, bv agents of 
the department of 
justice 
who re­ 
ported to Dr. Barnard. 
The effect 
of i his action is to put Baumbach out 
of b u sin es s. 


This is the first 
instance 
of the 
enforcement of the food control law 
a* it applies to profiteering. 
Baum­ 
bach 
is said 
to 
have 
purchased 
canned goods at 8 cents per can and 
retailed them at lo cents, which Avas 
held contrary to that section of the 
statute which fixes profits at a rea­ 
sonable margin. 
Baumbach was not licensed, 
his 
sales totalling 
less 
than $100,000 
per year 
and 
not -selling to hotels 
nor 
restaurants.
